The first reference discloses a technique in which work 
area dynamically allocated in response to a user's request is 
divided into a plurality of blocks of different sizes as shown 
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in Fig. 2, and when allocation request designating the size 
comes from the user, the block is allocated to the user, in 
accordance with the procedure described in page 2, left column, 
lines 26-29 • 

It is a well-known technique to designate by using a 
system call, the amount of memory to be secured at the time of 
initialization. Therefore, there is no particular difficulty in 
designating the values of the sizes A, B, N and values of 

numbers n, n', . .., n" of Fig. 2 of the first reference, by 
using the above-described well-known technique.
